TO GOVERNMENT | 


Govetnment Disposes of Land at Ad- 
vance, But Loses on Livestock. 


Ottawa, May, 26—Further~ official 
figures. available with reference . to 
the ‘abandonment of farm ‘holdings 
by soldier settlers show,: it is: claim- 
ed, that the farms re-sold by the gov- 
ernment. to other. settlers, old sol- 
diers .and civilians, have shown ap- 
preciation of $37,709. The number 
of farms resold on which ‘financial 
adjustments are complete, is 532. 

The amount invested ijn land ‘and 
Wermanent improvements was $1,- 
651,237 and the amount received on 
re-sale $1,852,334, showing a capital 
appreciation of ‘$201,096. ‘On - live. 
stock and implements the amount 
invested was $539,853, and the 
amount received on re-sale $376,466, 
a loss of $163,386. The total capital 
surplus, therefore, was $37,709. There 
are refunds due to the settlers on 
these re-sold lands amounting to 
$73,242. There are yet to be re-sold 
1,820 abandoned farms.

TUBERCULIN TESTING 


A discussion which took place re- , 


cently in the House of Commons re- 
vealed the fact that the cities and 
towns of Canada do not take advan- 
tage, to the extent they should or 
might do, of the opportunity offered 
by the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, to have the herds sup- 
plying milk or cream’ tested for 
tuberculosis by officials of the Health 
of Animals: Branch. By order-in- 
council passed in April, 1917, it is 
provided that, on application to the 
Veferinary ‘Director-General, any 
city or town can secure this service 
on condition that the dairies supply- 
ing the milk or cream are licensed 
and conform to the standard. It..is 
further understood that, two years 
after the first-test, the sale of un- 
pasteurized milk or cream in the 
applying city or town shall be pro- 
hibited, unless the veterinary inspec- 
tor can certify that the dairy. herds 
contain no reactors and are free from 
tuberculosis. These sonsitiyns being 
agreed to, an inspector or 

will be sent to test all the cows fur- 


nishing milk and cream to the city or 


town concerned.

DISCUSSED AT C.P.R. ANNUAL

longer. ‘While . is urgeu that the 
depression both in agriculture and 
in general industry with consequent 
unemployment during the past win- 
ter is a reason why active immigra- 
tion measures should not be taken, 
it must not be forgotten that there 
are types of immigrants that can 
be readily obtained and brought to 
Canada without the possibility of 
adding to the burdens of the coun- 
try. The immigration of young peo- 
ple of British stock can be accom- 
plished without. affecting in any 
‘material degree the existing situa- 
tion respecting unemployment. The 
immigration of domestic servants in 
substantial numbers may _ reason- 
ably be encouraged and the immi- 
gration of agriculturalists from 
Northern Europe, Great Britain and 
the United States who can only be 
secured in limited numbers should 
be actively prosecuted. In addition, 


. the Government would, I think, be 


well warranted in framing a policy 
designed to permit more gencrai 
immigration of carefully selected 
types from countries, the people of 
which have heretofore come to th:s 
country and succeeded under Cana- 
dian conditions. It must not be for- 
gotten that Canada’s opportunities 
deserve widespread recognition and 
even if adequate machinery is now 
begun to be set up, it will not be 
until 1923 that the results of the 
Government’s activities will be felt. 
Unless we feel that the conditions 
in this country will not be improved 
for some considerable time to come. 
it would appear that ‘the prelim. 
inary steps to obtain immigrants in 
substantial numbers should be taken 
without? further delay. The Cana- 
dian Pacific for many years has 
been the most active colonization 
agency in Canada. Settlers to the 
number, of 54,000 have been placed 
upon its lands alone and the cost of 
the compary’s activities in land sei! 
ing, irrigation and colonization since 
its incorporation has been extreme- 
ly large, amounting in the aggre 
gate to approximately $68, oou COU, 
an amount in excess of the total 
expenditure of the Dominion Gov 
ernment for immigration during 
that period. 

As forecasted in the address at 
the last annual meeting, reductions 
took place during the year in both 
rates of wages and in freight: and 
assenger rates; the former which 
became effective July 16th last was 
equivalent to a reductien of 9.03 
per cent on then existing payrolls 
of the company. The demand for 
further freight rate reductions is 
still persistent throughout Canada 
and to tae cvisting scale of rates is 
attributed much of the present 
slackness in business. It is, in my 
opinion, an entirely erroneous im- 
pression that the existing {freight 
yates are the cause rather than the 
result of the present economic con- 
ditions, the most important of which 
from a transportation standpoint is 
the present scale of wages and 
working conditions which the rail- 
ways were compelled by Govern- 
ment authority to accept during the 
war. .It is the view of your direc- 
tors and it has been their view for 
some time that the scaling down- 
wards of freight rates should be he- 
gun with reductions on basic commo- 
dities, especially in those industries 
which have felt the sonora depres- 
sion most severely, Notwithstand- 


| 
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ing the willingness of the companies 
to make sacrifices in their revenues

jrates on basic commodities would 
give an impetus to business activity. 
they have been precluded from 
agreei on a definite policy be- 
cause of the approaching expiration 
on 7th July next of the provisions 
of the Railway Act allowing the 
Railway Commission to make rates 
irrespective of agreements, statu- 
tory or other. In 1897 an agreement 
was made between this company 
and the Government and confirmed 
by Parliament whereby in consid- 
eration of the receipt by the com- 
pany of a subsidy of $%,3U0,0UU in 
aid of the construction of a railway 
to the Crow’s Nest and Southern 
British Columbia reductions in rates 
on certain named commodities ship- 
xed from Eastern Canada to points 
in the West and on‘grain to Fort 
William were exacted with the ob- 
vious intent of assisting the coloni- 
zation of the Prairie Provinces. The 
so-called Crow’s Nest rates on the 
commodities specified are from 19 
per cent to 49 per cent lower than 
the rates at present being charged. 
The intention of Parliament at that 
time undoubtedly was to create spec- 
ial rates which the company would 
be entitled to- collect and which 
would be.legal though not bearing 
a fair relation to other rates. At 
that time the Canadian Pacific 
operated about 7,300 miles of rail- 
way but ina desire to give equality 
of rates to territories contiguuus to 
those mentioned in the statute 
though not supplied with raileay 
facilities at the time the statute was 
passed, the company extended the 
application of rates to the lines sub- 
sequently constructed or acquired so 
that in’ 1918 the application of the 
rates hau’ .been extended w 13,772 
miles of railway. During the period 
subsequent to 1897 many thousands 
ot additional miles of railway were 
constructed by other companies now 
included in the National Railway 
System. The rates effective on this 
company’s lines were naturally put 
into effect on the lines of these rail- 
ways so that it is safe to say that 
the so-called Crow’s Nest rates were 
in practice applied to five times the 
mileage in operation at the time the 
agreement was made. The Crow's 
Nest scale of rates if applied literal- 
ly would bring about an inequality 
of treatment between different parts 
of Western Canada which must, of 
necessity, favor some districts 
against others which now enjoy 
relatively equal rates. The Govern- 
ment desire to have the facts con- 
sidered by a special committee of 
Parliament with particular refer- 
ence to the operating costs of the 
railways and to the result of the 
application of the Crow’s Nest scale 
upon the revenues of the National 
Railways and of other railways. 
The situation has been twice re- 
viewed by the late Government, 
once in 1918 when the rates were 
suspended by Order-in-Council 
under the War Measures Act be- 
cause of the inability of the com- 
panies (in view of the heavy costs 
of operation) otherwise to carry on 
successfully and to perform the 
transportation service so peculiarly 
essential at that time; and again in 
1919 when power to deal with the 
rates irrespective of the provisions 
of special agreements was conferred 
upon the Railway Commission. In 
both instances the view of the Gov- 
ernment apparently was that Par- 
liament, in establishing the Crow's 
Nest rates had not in contemplation 
the extraordinary and _ abnormal 
conditions under which the opera 
tions of . the railways have been 
carried on in recent years or the 
inequalities and discriminations 
which might be created under the 
scale of rates then imposed. While 
considerable progress has been made 
in reducing expenses, there still ex- 
ists o serious increase above pre- 
war costs and the wage scales of 
1921 are higher by percentages 
ranging from 82 per cent to 368 per 
cent than those existing in 1898 and 
1899, and the cost of principal com- 
modities, including fuel and rails is 
also substantially higher; the in- 
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crease in the.caso of- rails being 
92.32 per cent and fuel 177% per 
cent. The operating’ ratio of the 
company in 1897 was 67.16 per cent, 
while for the year 1921 it was 82.28 
per cent. The situation is one which 
should have frank recognition. The 
matter is in the bands of Parlia- 
ment which alone can deal with it 
because of etatutory restrictions, 

I regard the stability of railway 
‘rates in Canada (even if re-adjust- 
ments downwards are bound to con- 
tinue until normal operating. condi- 
tions are’reached) as being of the 
greatest possible importance to all 
Canadian railways. For the past 
four years the extraordinary condi- 
tions which prevailed have, com- 
pelled drastic economies and. 
conserving of the resources of the 
companies wherever possible. It 
has prevented the increasing of fa- 
cilities and improvements in main- 
tenance and the construction of new 
lines because no company would ‘be 
justified in spending freely for 
these purposes in the absence of 
adequate revenues. The large -rail- 
way systems of Canada are, of 
course, the chief purchasers of ‘ma- 
terial and supplies and to the ex- 
tent to which their purchases for 
any fgurpose, including new con- 
struction, are prevented by the ‘un- 
certainty of finaricial. return upon 
the money invested a return to prose 
perity is retarded. ~ 

I had been hopeful that the pres- 


at least normal activity in main- 
tenance and construction works, the 
necessity for which always prevails 
on a system the size of the Canadian 
Pacific. Apparently, hawever, we 
have not reached the period a? 
which we can say that large cexpen- 
ditures are warranted, especially in 
view of the freight rate situation. 

The steps preliminary to the re- 
adjustment of wage scales and 
working conditions are proceeding 
both in the United States and in 
Canada. The procedure being fol- 
lowed is that required by the agrea- 
ments with the labor unions and by 
the laws-of the United States and 
Canada. An early decision is hoped 
for in respect of some of the mat- 
,ters in dispute but the proceedings 
are, of necessity, protracted, and de- 
cisions are not, therefore, reached 
speedily. 

Gross éarnings on all Canadian 
roads still show substantial de- 
‘creases under those of the corres- 
ponding period of 1921. Crop con- 
ditions, however, so far as they can 
be judged at this date, are very 
favorable and there is a returning 
spirit. of optimism and activity 
which should grow in volume if the 
agricultural prospects are realized. 

The company’s taxation is not 
unnaturally increasing from year 
to year, approximate:y $10,000 000 
having accrued m Federai taxes 
during the last five and » half years. 

As indicated in the Annual Re- 
port, the finances of the company 
are in splendid condition and the 
credit of the company has been well 
maintained and is extremely high, 
and it is, 1 think, of national im- 
portance that it: should be so main- 
tained. 

While there are some serious and 
difficult problems yet to be solved, 
the general sentiment of the coun- 
try shows a distinct improvement 
over that prevailing at the end of 
last year and the beginning of 1921. 
I am very hopeful that the impor- 
tance of the transportation agen- 
cies of Canada being permitted to 
undertake their full share in the 
country’s advancement will receive 
due recognition and if it does I am 
convinced that’ the return to normal 
conditions will be greatly accelerat- 
ed. Your company will, as always, 
endeavor to perform ‘its part with 
the purpose of advancing the ex- 
pansion of the country agricultural- 
ly and industrially.

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MUSIC IN ALBERTA 


The success of the Alberta Musical 
Festival, held in Lethbridge recently, 
is another indication of the prestige 


that this province is developing in 
the musical world. When musicians 
of international experience and repu- 
tation like Dr. Noble and Dr. Vogt 
speak in superlatives of the artistic 
work of our choirs and musicians, 
there must be merit in the perform- 
-ance. 

The work of the Calgary choirs 
was deserving. of special-praise. It 
would be difficult to ‘find another 
place with three large church choirs 
of such merit as the three-that were 
heard at Lethbridge. 

One of the main features of the 
Festival is the encouragement and 
development of the sporting instinct 
so sadly lacking in Canadian music- 
ijans in the past. It has been a recog- 
nized fact that no section of the com- 
munity has been more jealous than 
musical people in their attitude to- 
ward one another in too many in- 
stances. 

iA number of Red Deer contestants 
went to Lethbridge, and, while they 
did not capture any of the premier 
honors, they were no disgrace to their 
home town, and in every case were 
very successful runners-up for those 
who stood first in the opinion of the 
adjudicators. When four pianists, 
for instance, from a place like Red 
Deer can take 3rd, 4th, 5th and 6th 
places among the contestants in 
Open Piano Competition, open to the 
province, it is no small achievement. 
Red Deer has every reason to be 
proud of the young people who were 
able to make such a record. 

A very gratifying development in 
the Annual Festival is the compe- 
tition among school choirs. Dr. 
Noble was right when he declared 
that we should have more musical 
training in the schools, even at the 
sacrifice of some other subjects that 
are taught. A truly musical nation 
will have a contented citizenship that 
will not treat the almighty dollar as 
its one and only god. Where would 
the real music of today come from if 
the churches of the land had not en- 
couraged and developed individual 
and choral music? Why shouldn't 
the school do its share also in pro- 
Mmoting the cause of good music? 

Red Deer should be represented by 
at least one school choir at the next 
Alberta Festival to be held in Ed- 
monton. It is also to be hoped that 
the time is not far distant when we 
will have a district Festival in Red 
Deer, when competitions will be 
held for choirs from rural, town 
and village schools. 

With the talent that is here, it is 
up to Red Deer to take and main- 
tain its place in the vanguard of 
musical achievement.

THE NEW TAXES 


It may be that a rose by any other 
name would smell just as sweet. In 
any case, we are certain that the 
people of Canada will not find gov- 
ernment taxation any more palatable 
under the new names that have been 
given to it. 

Business men, in particular, are 
getting tired of having a tax demand 
thrust under their moses at every 
move. The provincial government 
increased the list of vexatious taxes 
very materially last session, with the 
little tax on gasoline, the increased 
theatre tax and others that people 
bump up against every day. 

The proposed new tax on cheques, 
requiring 2 cents for every $50.00 
written on the face of the cheque, 
will be a perfect nuisance to com- 
merce, and will have the effect of 
tempting people to carry large sums 
of money around in their pockets. 
Consequent loss of coin and_in- 
crease in crime is bound to result. 

It is estimated that by reducing the 
duty on farm machinery and increas- 
ing the sales tax, an American-made 
plow will cost the farmer ten cents 
less now than it did before. The

Canadian manufacturer must lower 
his ‘price or the Canadian plow will 
cost the farmer more. If he lowers 
the price, his profits are -reduced, and 
the governmént will lose part of the 
income tax. The American manu- 
facturer is the only one who wins. 

Of course some of these proposals 
may be revised yet; we hope so. We 
don’t mind paying our share of the 
necessary taxation, but we do detest 
having to pay some tax almost every 
hour of the day.

A WEAK REJOINDER 


(Winnipeg Tribune.) 


When Hon. T. A. Crerar was talk- 
ing on the naval estimates, he asked 
against whom Canada was to ‘arm 
when- all the big world powers had 
agreed to disarm. General Newburn 
interrupted him, saying: .“‘What is 
the United States keeping a navy 
for?” To which Mr. Crerar replied, 
“That is their affair.” 

This is the true and obvious retort 
to such a question. But if someone 
had asked Mr. Crerar, “Why is Can- 
ada not keeping a navy?” an equally 
true and obvious retort on his part 
would have been, “That is Great 
Britain’s affair.” 

Of course Mr. Crerar would never 
have made such a reply, but that is 
ecause he does not face the logic of 
his action and attitude. 
and attitude of Mr. Crerar and of the 
parliament of Canada obviously im- 
plies that, while the naval defence 
of the United States is the affair of 
the United States, the naval defence 
of Canada is not the affair of Canada, 
but of Great Britain or Australia, at 
any rate, not of Canada. 

This is to deny in deed the status 
of Canada in the Empire which we 
assert in words. Even if Mr. Crerar 
refuses to face the logic of his own 
action, he can possibly appreciate the 
ironical humor of making a parade 
of having signed the Genoa _non- 
aggression pact separately from Great 
Britain. 

We have, it appears, asserted our 
status in the Empire by signing a 
pact not to take aggressive action 
against others, separately from the 
only power that can protect us, and 
upon whose shoulders we cheerfully 
lay the onus of protecting us against 
the possible aggression of others 
against ourselves. Such a status of 
equality in the Empire may suit Mr. 
Crerar, but Canadians with a regard 
for the dignity of their country, are 
not so easily satisfied.

The issue was as_ clearly 
drawn as in the Leach-Van Lear con- 
test in Minneapolis. The socialistic 
raidcal in St. Paul failed of election 


as mayor by a margin of thirteen 
thousand votes. The successful 
candidate adopted as his slogan 


“special privileges for none,” and 
goes into office pledged to treat all 
citizens on the basis of equal rights. 

The world is changing, and it has 
changed, but that which is funda- 
mentally wrong has never lasted, and 
cannot last. It is fundamentally 
wrong for any class to set itself up 
to rule with the special end in view 
of advancing its own interests, to 
the neglect of others.

Budget Speech by Hbn. Mr. Fielding. 
In Canadian Commons Is Fairly 
Conservative. 


fhe budget debate is holding the 
centre of the stage in*the Canadian 
House of Commons. Hon. Mr. Field- 
ing made the budget speech last 
Tuesday. There are slight reduc- 
tions on some articles coming from 
the United States, with a larger 
measure of British Preference. The 
Sales Tax is increased 50 percent,, 
but the list of exemptions from the 
operation of the tax are increased. 

The increased tax on checks is an 
outstanding feature of the budget. 
Some of the outstanding proposals* 
are outlined in the following des- 
patch: 

Ottawa, May 23.—Taxation proposals 
in today’s budget include: ‘ 


Fielding announced that the Marking 
Act was not desirable but may be ap- 
plied in special cases, - 

A law requiring fair price under the 
Customs Act to be equal to the cost 
here plus a fair profit to be repealed. 

Requirement that foreign currencies 
shall not be valued at less than 50 per 
cent of par is to be abolished. So is 
requirement of certificates of invoice. 

Duty on alcohol reduced to $2.40 per 
gallon to druggists. 

Duties_increased on cigars and cigar- 
ettes. 

Beet sugar made subject to excise 
tax of 49 cents. . 

Tax offe per cent on bank cir- 
culation. This is now offset by exemp- 
tion under Income Tax, but the exemp- 
tion is to be. removed.

“The: Militia. estimates have been | 
pared: down to:a point as low.as con- 
‘sistent with national safety,’’. declar- 
ed ‘Hon. George P. Graham,’ Minister 
of ‘Militia, on. April 28th, and on May 
9th, at the dictation of a wing. of 
the Liberal party, further reduced the 
estimates to a point, according to his 
expressed views,’ to ‘imperil: nation- 
al safety. Mr. Graham is the chief 
waverer in ‘public life. It.is not. the 
first’ time*that he was.a revolving 
politician, as’ in 1917 on the’ conscrip- 
j tion issue he was in Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
fer’s camp one day and’ with ‘the con- 
scriptionist. Liberals the next. But 
that exhibition of pliability was less 
humiliating than his ‘recent perform- 
ance on defence; then he was camou- 
flaged by secrecy, but now he revolv- 
es openly in-parliament to the Que- 
bec breezes. 

George. P. Graham has, according 
to. his own statements, wrecked the 
Canadian militia—the backbone of 
Canada’s defence—glorious in its rec- 
ord of sacrifice and achievement in 
war and peace, at home and abroad. 
Our air force will cease to exist if 
his offer to “board” them on the prov- 
inces is not accepted. Our naval 
defence has become a farce, and a 
humiliation to.this country, claiming. 
autonomy and practicing the most 
flagrant dependence on _ burdened 
Britain. We talk. as partners of the 
British Empire and act as wards. We 
demand participation in policy; and 
we solicit charity in defence of the 
effect of that policy. Mr. Graham 
has made Canada’s humiliation com- 
plete. 

Canada in peace and since the 
great war has spent less on its mill- 
tary force than any other country in 
the world. ‘Where the United States 
spends 19% of its revenue for de- 
fence, Canada spends but 3.75%. In 
the British Empire we contribute less 
towards defence than any other part. 
Our militia was the backbone of our 
overseas army. Progressives sneer 
in parliament at the militia, yet 
every officer in prominence in the 
Canadian army had military training 
previous to the great war. The 
war wrecked’ the militia establjsh- 
ments and reorganization was diffi- 
cult but was being accomplished at 
a low cost, when Mr. Graham _ suc- 
cumbed to Quebec hostility of the 
militia and the sneers of the Pro- 
eressives and left Canada without 
defence. One of Canada’s greatest 
soldiers, General McBrien, a former 
militia man, is head of our forces. 
Mr. Graham, as has been quoted, had 
pared the estimates “as low as_ con- 
sistent with national safety.” Que- 
bec rebelled even at this reduction. 
Mr. Graham, in reply, said, “Ten 
days ago I put the question squarely 
to General McBrien: If we cut out 
military training for one year what 
effect would it have?” He said, 
“The effect would be disastrous on 
any attempt to maintain an organi- 
zation of voluntary militia.” iMr. 
Graham went further in defence of 
his first proposal, and declared 
“though we may never be involved in 
another war we have a duty to per- 
form through our militia in maintain- 
ing domestic order.” Further, he de- 
clared that if “we are a self-respect- 
ing nation,’ we must maintain a 
militia force. He reasoned with his 
Quebec colleagues that a well train- 
ed militia force was as necessary to 
the nation as fire insurance to the 
business man. In a most eloquent 
appeal he pointed out: . 

“Could we let it be known through- 
out the entire world that Canada ‘is 
a country where the militia is in- 
effective, where the mounted police 
is reduced almost to a vanishing 
point, where the naval service is to 
be of little account, and where the 
flying force is not to function? We 
would become the mecca of a class 
of people that would not be desirable 
in the best interests of the country.” 

Brave words were these. They 
had a tremendous effect on parlia- 
ment, but Mr. Graham had talked 
more bravely than he acted. He 
adjourned the debate without paus- 
ing his estimates, and the Quebec 
wing insisted on a caucus. They had 
one and spanked the loud talking 
minister of war. He quit cold; came 
back to parliament, and in his own 
words gave us an “ineffective” mil- 
itig,” “a vanishing mounted police,” 
“a naval service of little account,”

out the dirt sticking to the- roller. 
Any tendencyto cake will be coun- 
teracted by, rolling, as this will 
squash the: caked. surface and fill up 
the cracks, and.in a-short time the 
grass will protect the surface of 
the ground. from ‘the hot rays of the 
sun. Once the. lawn is well estab- 
lished..do not-apply frequent light 
sprinlglings, but water thdroughly, 
then leave alone for a time. 

Loose planting is another cause for 
plants dying’ in beds and borders, -es- 
pecially if the weather. is, hot... This 
mistake is“frequently made by the 
fair sex, as. their gentle touch is 
often -a means,of killing them with 
kindness. ° In ‘the- first place, make 
the hole deep‘ enough to receive the 
roots without. doubling up. Place the 
plants in the ground up tothe first 
pair of leaves, making the roots 
good and firm, with a loose mulch 
around the neck; never pack tight 
around the neck. | 

My attention was once drawn to 
a cabbage patch in a’ kitchen garden, 
in which nearly every plant looked 
blue and starved, and quite a number 
were already past redemption. 
Whilst rather reluctant to lay the 
blame at the door of the fair sex 
once again, who so- often fulfil the 
husband’s duty in order ‘to have a 
garden at all,—nevertheless the case 
in question was the result of a young 
wife's first experience’ in planting 
cabbage. In planting. the cabbage 
she used_a dibble,’ and made a deep 
hole straight down “in the ground, 
then pressed the soil tightly against 
the neck of the young ‘plant with the 
roots ‘hanging in space. _ The term

from an admin{stration prejudiced in 
advance. 

Of course: ‘the: sincerity of the 
government can only~ be accepted 
“subject to confirmatign,” in view. of 
tlie strength of the anti-public owner- 
ship element behind it, but at least 
it has not dared to do otherwise than 
announce a continuation of 
Meighen Government's policy in re- 
gard to the railways. During the 
late election - campaign, Liberal 
‘speakers declared: there was a “rail- 
way question” transcending the tar- 
iff in importance, and there ‘was 
quite an imposing section ‘of the offi- 
cial party platform devoted to criti- 
cism of the then government. All 
that has gone bythe board. -. Hon. 
WwW. C. Kennedy..has. informed the 
House that it is proposed to co-prdin- 
ate the lines and their boards, as 
planned by his predecessor, ‘Hon. J. 
A. Stewart, though there is no indi- 
cation yet as to. when. 

Not the least interesting feature 
of the debate on railway estimates 
was the statement.of Hon. T. A. 
| Grerar, that. the policy of the 
Meighen government “was the only 
souni policy: this. country could fol- 
low. . . The Grand Trunk system 
had to be brought in to the Canadian 
Nationals, and in' my judgment the 
government of the day would ‘have 
been derelict in duty if it had failed 
to do so.” ‘The. Progressive leader 
wasn't boosting. much for Rt. Hon. 
Arthur Meighen during the election, 
‘but now the votes have been counted, 
a belated tribute doesn’t cost any- 
thing, and is better than none at all. 

Hon. Walter Mitchell’s stock has 
fallen considerably since his contri- 
Lution to the railway debate. The 
ex-minister -from Quebec had been 
rather a “mystery man,” credited 
with all manner of- administrative 
and: political acnmen—until he spoke 
in, the House, antl disclosed merely 
the old-tume arguments against pub- 
lic ‘ownership. But he only shared 
the fate of the majority of the Cabi- 
‘net. The latter looked .somewhat 
imposing when formed. The House 
has since discovered that many of 
them are really lightweights. Even 
‘tthe Progressives, whe endeavor to 
be polite and considerate in dicuss- 
ing estimates, have been unable to 
hide their amusement at the paucity 
of knowledge in regard to his de- 
partment displayed by the Minister 
of Public Works, Hon. J. King. 
Hon. George P. Graham, who might 
have utilized -his experience in the 
railways department, is admittedly 
a square peg in a round hole with 
the militia portfolio. Hon. James 
Murdock, who ought to have done 
semething with the Labour Depart- 
ment. appears to be as much at sea 
there as if he had been given Marine 
and Fisheries. Hon...D. D. McKen- 
zie, Solicitor-General, when in diffi- 
culties quotes scripture or cracks 
an ancient joke. Even- Sir Lomer 
Gouin, said to be master of the Que- 
bec’ wing which controls ‘the admin- 
istration, sits in silence to the -left 
of his young chief, except when 
speaking for the justice department, 
and then restricts himself to typed 
statements provided by his deputy. 


‘Hon. A. B. Copp, Secretary of ‘State, 


might be interesting if anyone could 
tell what he says. There is some 
hope for the Department of Trade 
and Commerce, where Hon. J. A. 
Robb seems at least willing to find 
out what he doesn’t know. Hon. 
Jacques Bureau is still chuckling 


over a benevolent joke played upon: 


him by the Conservative Opposition 
in allowing passage of his estimates 
without a battle. Probably the one 
minister who thoroughly knows his 
work is the veteran Finance Minister, 
whose influence in the regime of 
1896-1911 was so0 well -recognized 
that the slightly modified version 
of the old National policy current 
during that period is still described 
by Liberals as the “Laurier-Fielding 
tariff.” And even Mr. Fielding’s 
great test comes on with the budget. 

It. is only natural that ex-ministers 
to the left of Mr. Speaker should be 
better posted than the new incum- 
bents, and it is amusing to hear 
them, at times, providing {nformation 
to help out the latter when questions 
come from the many new members 
in the Progressive section. ~And—to 
refer again to the member for St. 
Antoine, Hon. Mr. Mitchell ran up 
against this situation in his railway 
speech, when some of his arguments 
were challenged by Hon. J. A. Stew- 
art, late Minister of Railways, and 
shown to be based on entirely wrong 
promises. In-brief, the occupants of 
the treasury benches are not always 
able to fight their own battles, let 
alone extend help to-each other. And 
as for the Premier:
